Soviet Return Of Port Seen Hinting Moscow-Peiping Strain

It is a 
rich area, twice the size of Tex­ 
as, with many natural resources, 
including uranium. 
The Russians apparently want 
to continue exploiting both those 
rich areas. To placate the Chi­ 
nese they agree (I) to get out of 
Port Arthur, (2) to increase the 
number of heavy industrial pro­ 
jects they are helping the Chi- 
nese to build from 141 to 156 and 


(3) to extend a long term credit 
of $130 million. 
The Soviet Union 
also will 
transfer its share in joint Rus- 
sian-Chinese companies to Pei­ 
ping, but this is no giveaway, any 
more than the economic help is. 
Both are paid for by what the 
communique calls “ items of us­ 
ual export’ from 
China. That 
means more export of what the 
Chinese can least afford—food. 


The new treaty shows that the 
Moscow-Peiping axis still is in 
working order, because it is to 
the benefit of both sides.

How­ 
ever, he was sentenced to Mans­ 
field Reformatory for 4 to 40 
years for arson as the result of 
several small fires he set in Cir­ 
cleville. 
Before being sentenced, Segee 
was judged legally sane after ex­ 
amination at Lima. He is back at 
Lima because he failed to get 


vous breakdown, and the psychia­ 
trist thought Segee would be better 
off at Lim a.’’ 
At Lima, Segee is on a state f 
hospital work force. There is no 
telling how long he will remain 
there. Dr. Bushong described him 
as “ very pleasant and coopera­ 
tive.’’

before he can be given a parole, ! 
chances are the commission will 
not act on Segee’s case while he 
is at Lima.

I promised to discu ss sev eral of 
the many grou ps of work ers who 
will begin earning social secu rity 
protection for themselv es and their 
families for the first time on Jan. 
I, 19 55. I saw that this wou ld be 
necessary after reading the new 
law. 
The 19 5 4 Amendment makes 
special pro v isio ns fo r each g ruo p 
in o rder to g iv e the mo st o ld­ 
ag e and surv iv o rs benefits to 
each indiv idual. 
There is nothing difficu lt abou t 
these prov isions. Bu t since they 
v ary with each grou p, I feel that 
it wou ld be wise to set down the 
main points of each in my series. 
Today I’d lik e to tell y ou first abou t 
the largest newly cov ered grou p, 
the'self-employ ed farm operators. 
Ov er three and 
a half million 
farm operators will be cov ered by 
social secu rity after 19 54 in mu ch 
the same way as millions of self­ 
employ ed u rban bu siness men are 
now. In the farm er’s case, howev er, 
there is a special prov ision which I 
wou ld lik e to ex plain. 
SOME self-employ ed farm oper­ 
ators hav e low incomes, and they 
don't pay any income tax es on their 
earnings. Becau se they pay no in­ 
come tax es, they hav e no need to 
k eep records of their finances ov er 
the y ear And since the self-em­ 
ploy ed report their earnings for so­ 
cial secu rity pu rposes right along 
with their income tax reports, this 
became a big problem in ex tend­ 
ing cov erage to inclu de the self­ 
employ ed farm operators. 
In fact, it is one of the reasons 
wily social secu rity protection was 
not giv en to them sooner. 
A second large grou p is ov er two 
million more farm employ es. The 
new amendments cov ers all farm 
employ es who earn $100 or more 
in cash from the same farm em­ 
ploy er in a y ear, and abolishes the 
regu larity of work prov ision of the 
old law. 
Elig ible to earn their future 
pro tectio n fo r the first time, are 
abo ut three and a half millio n 
state and lo cal g o v ernment em­ 


plo y es. These are wo rkers who 
are already under a state o r lo cal 
retirement sy stem, but they may 
no w be bro ug ht under the so cial 
security pro g ram witho ut lo sing 
the pro tectio n o f their o they re­ 
tirement plan if their state makes 
an ag reement with the Federal 
g o v ernment. 
Also, 150 thou sand federal gov ­ 
ernment employ es will be u nder 
the program for the first time af­ 
ter 19 54. 
Abou t IOO thou sand professional 
people who work for themselv es 
may begin to earn their social se­ 
cu rity credits on Jan. I, 19 55. This 
change in the law means that now 
almost all self-employ ed people are 
earning social secu rity .

Just as Eisenhower had predict­ 
ed, the congressional election cam­ 
paign started off with practically 
Hi nothing said about subversives or 
w security risks in government.

Nixon blew the lid off with a state­ 
ment the administration was re­ 
moving “Communists, fellow trav­ 
elers and security risks . . not by 
the h u n d r e d s but by the thou­ 
sands.” 
Stephen A. Mitchell, chairman of 
the Democratic National Commit­ 
tee, accused Nixon of lying and 
^challenged him to name a single 
Communist let oui under Eisen­ 
hower’s security program. 
The President on April 27, 1953, 
issued an order setting up a pro­ 
gram to get security risks off the 
government payroll. A security risk 
could be a drunk, a sex pervert, 
a man who talked too much, a 
man with a criminal record, or 
one who had been a member of 
the communist party or an organ­ 
iz a tio n sympathetic to it. 
In October 1953, Eisenhower an­ 
nounced 1,456 security risks had 
been separated from the govern­ 
ment. 
He upped this figure to 2,200 in 
his State of the Union message 
to Congress last January. Demo­ 
crats began to demand a break­ 
down to show just how many of the 
2.200 were actually subversive. 
They charged that Republican 
^ speakers who commented on Ei­ 
senhower’s figures were trying to 
put over the idea that most of the 
2.200 were Communists or subver­ 
sives left from the Truman ad­ 
ministration. 
In March 1954, Philip Young, 
chairman of the Civil Service Com­ 
mission, came up with a break­ 
down which raised to 2,486 
the 
number of security risks separated 
from the government. 
^ 
More than half of them had re­ 
signed. But Young said that of the 
total 2,486 classified as security 
risks, 429 had information in their 
files indicating subversive activi­ 
ties or associations. 
But, he conceded, he could not 
say that this information about 
subversive activities or associa­ 
tions had results in the firing or 
resignation of a single one of the 
government workers. 
Yesterday, the Civil Service Com­ 
mission announced 6,926 persons 
have been separated from the gov­ 
ernment under the security pro­ 
gram and that 1,743 were fired 
or resigned with subversive data 
in their files. 
That figure — 1743 was 1,314 
more than the 429 who, 
Young 
said in March, had subversive in­ 
formation in their files and were 
let out.

The commission said that out of 
6,926 security risks no longer on 
the payroll, 2,611 were fired and 
4,315 resigned “before determina­ 
tion was completed in cases where 
the file was known to contain un- 
favorable information.”

Many New Groups To Go Under 
Social Security First OI Year

I promised to discuss several of 
the many groups of workers who 
will begin earning social security 
protection for themselves and their 
families for the first time on Jan. 
I, 1955. I saw that this would be 
necessary after reading the new 
law. 
The 1954 Amendment makes 
special provisions for each gruop 
In order to give the most old­ 
age and survivors benefits to 
each individual. 
There is nothing difficult about 
these provisions. But since they 
vary with each group, I feel that 
it would be wise to set down the 
main points of each in my series. 
Today I’d like to tell you first about 
the largest newly covered group, 
tha self-employed farm operators. 
Over three and a half million 
farm operators will be covered by 
social security after 1954 in much 
the same way as millions of self­ 
employed urban business men are 
now. In the farm er’s case, however, 
there is a special provision which I 
would like to explain. 
SOME self-employed farm oper­ 
ators have low incomes, and they 
don’t pay any income taxes on their 
earnings. Because they pay no in­ 
come taxes, they have no need to 
keep records of their finances over 
the year. And since the self-em­ 
ployed report their earnings for so­ 
cial security purposes right along 
with their Income tax reports, this 
became a big problem in extend­ 
ing coverage to include the self­ 
employed farm operators. 
In fact, it is one of the reasons 
wily social security protection was 
not given to them sooner. 
A second large group is over two 
million more farm employes. The 
new amendments covers all farm 
employes who earn $100 or more 
in cash from the same farm em­ 
ployer in a year, and abolishes the 
regularity of work provision of the 
old law. 
Eligible to earn their future 
protection for the first time, are 
about three and a half million 
state and local government em-

ployes. These are workers who 
are already under a state or local 
retirement system, but they may 
now be brought under the social 
security program without losing 
the protection of their other re­ 
tirement plan if their state makes 
an agreement with the Federal 
government. 
Also, 150 thousand federal gov­ 
ernment employes will be under 
the program for the first time af­ 
ter 1954. 
About IOO thousand professional 
people who work for themselves 
may begin to earn their social se­ 
curity credits on Jan. I, 1955. This 
change in the law means that now 
almost all self-employed people are 
earning social security. The pro­ 
fessional group included by the 1954 
amendment comprises seli-employ- 
ed engineers, accountants, archi­ 
tects, and funeral directors. A 
self-employed person earns credit 
with social security when his net 
income during the year is $400 or 
more. 
The rule that domestic workers 
must work a certain number of 
days in a calendar quarter for the 
same employer has been abolished, 
and because of this, about 200 thou­ 
sand additional private household 
employes will be earning social se­ 
curity credit beginning Jan. I, 1955. 
HOME industrial workers are 
now covered whether or not they 
are licensed by their state. These 
are the people who work in their 
own homes for an industrial em­ 
ployer. 
One of the 1954 amendments also 
entends protection to over 250 thou­ 
sand ministers. Christian Science 
practitioners, and members of re­ 
ligious orders who have not taken 
a vow of poverty. After 1954, all 
employed and self-employed mini­ 
sters may bring themselves under 
the old-age and survivors insurance 
program as self-employed people. 
They may come in on a voluntary 
basis, and they must file certifi­ 
cates indicating their desire to be­ 
gin earning social security. 
The new law makes about IOO 
thousand American citizens who 
are employed abroad by foreign 
subsidiaries of American corpora­ 
tions eligible for coverage at the 
option of the parent American 
firm. And Americans who work on 
ships or aircraft of foreign regis­ 
try for American employers are 
covered for the first time. 
About 40 thousand more fish­ 
ermen who are employed work­ 
ers will begin earning their future 
insurance. They will be covered 
by social security regardless of 
the tonnage of the fishing vessel 
or the nature of the catch. 
If this article has answered the 
fundamental question of who is 
covered by the new amendments, 
it has probably raised many more 
questions For, as you see, there is 
no general rule for all of these 
newly covered men and women to 
follow. One exception to this is that 
all of these newly covered people 
should get their social security 
cards right away.

BANDITS* VICTIMS 
SOMETHING new in m useum s has been 
o pened to the public in Co ffey v ille, Kans., 
tn d it is no t, as might be suspected, a 
“ m em o rial” to so me future President o f 
to e United States. It is a museum dedicat­ 
ed to the v ictim s o f a bank bandits’ raid. 
Fo ur m em bers o f the Dalto n gang were 
killed in an attempt to ho ld up two banks 
in Co ffey v ille o n Octo ber 5 , 18 9 2, and fo ur 
citizens amo ng the do zens who battled the 
gang were slain. It is in memo ry o f the 
latter that the Dalto n Defenders Museum 
w as established. 
Oil paintings o f the fo ur citizens w h o 
died—Charles T. Co nnelly , Charles Bro wn, 
Lucius M. Baldwin and Geo rge B. Cubine 
—hang in the m useum . In ano ther ro o m is 
a mural o f the fo ur dead bandits, with an 
inset o f the wo unded Em m ett Dalto n. 
The Dalto n gang had terro rized the 
So uthwest fo r sev eral y ears, but when an 
alert citizen o f Co ffey v ille spo tted the o ut­ 
law s’ ho rses which they were fo rced to tie 
in an alley because the street between the 
two banks which they ro bbed was to rn up 
and gav e the alarm , arm ed citizens sho t it 
put with the ho ldup men. 
When the smo ke o f battle had cleared, 
w hat had been co nceiv ed as the m o st braz­ 
en bank ro bbery o f all tim e had failed and 
the Dalto n gang was no mo re. It was a les­ 
so n in law enfo rcem ent that was so rely 
needed o n the bandit-infested fro ntier.

written a piece o n Ro bert Oppenheimer fo r 
“ The Atlantic Mo nthly ” which intrigues m e 
because when an histo rian turns po rpagan- 
dist, he m ay permit him self liberties which 
a jo urnalist wo uld reject: 
Arthur Schlesinger, J r., wro te: 
“ Is abso lute security po ssible sho rt o f an 
abso lute state? Ro bert Oppenheimer w as 
do ubtless at mo m ents, a co cky , irritating, 
ev en arro gant man. But surely no arro ­ 
gance o f Oppenheimer equals the arro ­ 
gance o f tho se who , in the frightening 
wo rds o f the Gray Bo ard, affirm that ‘it 
has been demo nstrated that the Go v ern­ 
ment can search. . .the so ul o f an indiv id­ 
ual who se relatio nship to his Go v ernment 
is in questio n.’

This m akes Pro fesso r Schlesinger’s eli- 
sia be a bit scared o f the United States fo r 
a change.

IF a ch ild’s knowledge and abil­ 
ity were to be judged on th e basis 
of a single test, teach ers and par­ 
ents alike would be led astray . So 
it is with th e determination of 
any one’s blood pressure. 
One single blood pressure read­ 
ing does not reveal wh eth er th e 
blood pressure is h igh , low, or 
normal. It takes a number of tests 
under various conditions to ob­ 
tain an accurate reading. Th e 
blood pressure migh t well be 
taken wh ile th e person is at rest, 
ly ing down, standing, and before 
and after ex ercise. 
New Finding 
Furth ermore, th ere is a great 
deal of evidence th at wh at we 
consider abnormally h igh blood 
pressure is not, in reality , ab­ 
normal at all. Th e limits of nor­ 
mal blood pressure, it h as been 
sh own, are definitely h igh er th an 
th ose ex pected h eretofore. 
Again, th e blood pressure varies 
with age and sex . In oth er words, 
th e blood pressure normally in­ 
creases with age in both men and 
women. 
The Age Facto r 
* 
Th e blood pressure is h igh er 
among men up to th e age of 45, 
and sligh tly h igh er among wom­ 
en of th is age. For ex ample, it 
h as been determined th at around 
th e age 45 , th e blood pressure may 


be as high as 165 and still be no r- 
mal. At th e age of 60, it can be 
as h igh as 180 in men and 18 5 in 
women, and still be within nor­ 
mal limits. 
Perh aps th e main th ing to keep 
in mind is th at wh eth er or not 
blood pressure sh ould be con­ 
sidered abnormal depends upon 
th e sy mptoms present, if any . 
It is not wise to classify a per­ 
ron as h aving h igh blood pressure 
wh en th ere are no sy mptoms or 
any disturbances th at can be de­ 
tected by ph y sical and laboratory 
ex aminations. 
For a person to believe that he 
h as h igh blood pressure, wh en 
h is blood pressure is not really 
abnormal at all, will only lead to 
disruption of h is activities and 
economic loss to h imself and h is 
family . 
Persons past 
45 sh ould, of 
course, h ave th eir blood pressure 
taken during th e course of 
a 
ph y sical ex amination once, o r 
better twice a y ear, and th e doc­ 
tor will decide wh eth er th e pres­ 
sure is abnormal and wh at treat­ 
ment, if any , is needed.

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BANDITS* VICTIMS 
SOMETHING new in museums has been 
opened to the public in Coffeyville, Kans., 
ond it is not, as might be suspected, a 
“mem orial” to some future President of 
the United States. It is a museum dedicat­ 
ed to the victims of a bank bandits’ raid. 
Four members of the Dalton gang were 
killed in an attem pt to hold up two banks 
in Coffeyville on October 5, 1892, and four 
citizens among the dozens who battled the 
gang were slain. It is in memory of the 
latter that the Dalton Defenders Museum 
was established. 
Oil paintings of the four citizens w h o 
died—Charles T. Connelly, Charles Brown, 
Lucius M. Baldwin and George B. Cubine 
—hang in the museum. In another room is 
a mural of the four dead bandits, with an 
inset of the wounded Em m ett Dalton. 
The Dalton gang had terrorized the 
Southwest for several years, but when an 
alert citizen of Coffeyville spotted the out­ 
laws’ horses which they were forced to tie 
in an alley because the street between the 
two banks which they robbed was torn up 
and gave the alarm , arm ed citizens shot it 
put with the holdup men. 
When the smoke of battle had cleared, 
what had been conceived as the most braz­ 
en bank robbery of all time had failed and 
the Dalton gang was no more. It was a les­ 
son in law enforcement that was sorely 
needed on the bandit-infested frontier.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
... 
These Days 


The Harvard historian and A.D.A. phil­ 
osopher Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr., has 
written a piece on Robert Oppenheimer for 
“The Atlantic Monthly” which intrigues me 
because when an historian turns porpagan- 
dist, he may permit himself liberties which 
a journalist would reject: 
Arthur Schlesinger, Jr., wrote: 
“Is absolute security possible short of an 
absolute state? Robert Oppenheimer was 
doubtless at moments, a cocky, irritating, 
even arrogant man. But surely no arro­ 
gance of Oppenheimer equals the arro­ 
gance of those who, in the frightening 
words of the Gray Board, affirm that ‘it 
has been demonstrated that the Govern­ 
ment can search. . .the soul of an individ­ 
ual whose relationship to his Government 
is in question.* 
“The Government which claims to do 
this would hardly seem a Government for 
Americans.” 
Unfortunately that is not what the Gray 
Report said. The three dots which show an 
elision are insufficient. Much more is omit­ 
ted from a short paragraph which makes 
Professor Schlesinger’s quotation altogeth­ 
er inadequate. First I shall give the sen­ 
tence in full that the learned historian has 
shortened: 
“We believe that it has been demonstrat­ 
ed that the Government can search its own 
soul and the soul of an individual whose re- 
latoinship to his Government is in question 
with full protection of the rights and inter­ 
ests of both.” 
Of course, the omission of the words, 
“with full protection of the rights and in­ 
terests of both,” changes the meaning of 
the sentence completely. 
Now let us have a look at the e n t i r e 
paragraph in the Gray Report: 
“We find ourselves in agreement with 
much that underlies both points of view. 
We believe that the people of our country 
can be reassured by this proceeding that 
it is possible to conduct an investigation in 
calmness, in fairness, in disregard of pub­ 
lic clamor and private pressures, and with 
dignity. We believe that it has been dem­ 
onstrated that the Government can search 
its own soul and the soul of an individual 
whose relationship to his Government is in 
question with full protection of the rights 
and interests of both. We believe that loy­ 
alty and security can be examined within 
the frameworks of the traditional and in­ 
violable principles of American justice.** 
This makes Professor Schlesinger’s eli­ 
sions even more in bad taste, surely for a 
Harvard historian, b e c a u s e the Gray 
Board states its terms precisely to make 
unjustifiable a criticism of its conduct from 
the standpoint of “a Government for Amer­ 
icans.’* 
The problem that faced those of Dr. Rob­ 
ert Oppenheimer’s colleagues who w e r e 
forced to sit in judgment of him was not 
that he is, as Professor Schlesinger writes, 
“a cocky, irritating, even arrogant man.” 
Many very able men in their own fields are 
cocky, irritating and arrogant. Many of the 
professors, most popular among y o u n g - 
sters, are like that. 
Robert Oppenheimer’s troubles a r o s e 
from the fact that he lied, that his lies 
made no sense as the truth might have 
made sense. Granting his enormous abili­ 
ties, one still wonders at the moral quali­ 
ties of a man who deliberately lies a n d 
who, when he is forced by cross-examina­ 
tion to admit that he lied, seems to find 
nothing immoral about it.

DIET AND HEALTH 


"High" Blood Pressure 
May Be Normal for You 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IF a child’s knowledge and abil­ 
ity wrere to be judged on the basis 
of a single test, teachers and par­ 
ents alike would be led astray. So 
it Is with the determination of 
any one s blood pressure. 
One single blood pressure read­ 
ing does not reveal whether the 
blood pressure is high, low, or 
normal. It takes a number of tests 
under various conditions to ob­ 
tain an accurate reading. The 
blood pressure might well be 
taken while the person Is at rest, 
lying down, standing, and before 
and after exercise. 
New Finding 
Furthermore, there Is a great 
deal of evidence that what we 
consider abnormally high blood 
pressure is not, in reality, ab­ 
normal at alb The limits of nor­ 
mal blood pressure, it has been 
shown, are definitely higher than 
those expected heretofore. 
Again, the blood pressure varies 
with age and sex. In other words, 
the blood pressure normally in­ 
creases with age in both men and 
women. 
The Age Factor 
* 
The blood pressure is higher 
among men up to the age of 45, 
and slightly higher among wom­ 
en of this age. For example, it 
has been determined that around 
the age 45, the blood pressure may 


be as high as 165 and still be nor­ 
mal. At the age of 60, it can be 
as high as 180 in men and 185 in 
women, and still be within nor­ 
mal limits. 
Perhaps the main thing to keep 
in mind is that whether or not 
blood pressure should be con­ 
sidered abnormal depends upon 
the symptoms present, if any. 
It is not wise to classify a per­ 
ron as having high blood pressure 
when there are no symptoms or 
any disturbances that can be de­ 
tected by physical and laboratory 
examinations. 
For a person to believe that he 
has high blood pressure, when 
his blood pressure Is not really 
abnormal at all, will only lead to 
disruption of his activities and 
economic loss to himself and his 
family. 
Persons past 45 should, of 
course, have their blood pressure 
taken during the course of a 
physical examination once, or 
better twice a year, and the doc­ 
tor will decide whether the pres­ 
sure is abnormal and what treat­ 
ment, if any, is needed.

NEW YORK UP> - Every body 
complains about the red tape in 
government. 
But we’re getting to the point 
where 
our 
entire 
civilization 
seem s to be held together by one 
ty pe of tape or another. 
In slightly more than a quar­ 
ter of a century tape making has 
undergone a tremendous revolu­ 
tion, become a $200 million *a- 
vear business. Some 300 kinds of 
tape are now made for house­ 
hold, 
shop and industrial use. 
not including the legendary red 
tape. 
“ Some 150 kinds have been de­ 
veloped since the end of the sec 


when modern cellophane tape ap­ 
peared on the scene in 19 20. 
“ The only limit to thetfield we 
can see is the imagination,” said 
Zimmerman. “ We're looking for­ 
ward now to a time when we'll 
have at 
least 
500 
specialized 
I kinds of tape, but we may go on 
from there. 
“ Most of the ideas come from 
customers. They use a tape for 
i something it isn't suitable 
for, 
then ask us if we ca n’t develop 
a kind that is.”

Lumber can be kept clean, 
dry , neat and convenient to 
the

While the rack may be of

Lowering the age limit of driver 
permits for high school students 
has brought some criticism from 
George Hartman, superintendent of 
Circleville schools. 
“In our particular case,” Hart­ 
man explained, “it would create 
difficulties because we have no 
teachers available to take care of 
additional 
driver 
t r a i n i ng 
classes.” 
However, he remarked that the 
more students who could take the 
courses the more safer drivers 
would result for the future. 
George McDowell, county super­ 
intendent of schools, echoed this 
view’. He added that it is best to 
train 
the 
students before they 
reach 16 “and start pestering dad 
for the car” .

and rodeos. Wearing a sequined 
cowgirl outfit, a white western hat 
and the smile that charms children 
all over the world, she was talking 
earnestly in her dressing room at 
New York’s Madison Square Gar­ 
den.

Indian, one-fourth Scotch-Irish.

STATE PATROLMAN Gene Mil­ 
ler has announced that he will 
soon begin his “visual education” 
program to various schools in the 
county in connection with driver ed­ 
ucation. 
Miller agreed that the lowering 
of the age limit is a good idea. 
He pointed out that in some county 
schools driver training is not taught 
every year. And if a student misses 
one year, he may be ready to grad­ 
uate before he has had a chance 
to take the training. 
Hartman stated that it would 
cost the city high school $900 to 
$1,000 to train additional pupils. 
“We do not have any teachers 
now who have any free periods,” 
he asserted. “And we would also 
have to find more room, which we 
do not have at the present time. 
Regulations governing learner’s 
permits are being changed effective 
immediately. There will be two 
main phases altered. 


DIRECTOR U. C. FELTY, of the 
department of highway safety, said 
the changes will call for: (I) in­ 
creasing the validity of a tempor­ 
ary driver perm it from t h r e e 
months to six months, and (2) low­ 
ering the age when a permit may 
be obtained by students enrolled in 
driver education courses from 15 
years and eight months to age 15. 
“In many cases it was necessary 
for students to have the temporary 
permits renewed one and two times 
in order to continue taking t h e 
courses which are often spread 
over several months,” Felty said. 
“Not only did this discourage 
some students and teachers but 
it meant additional paper work 
for the school and the driver ex­ 
aminer section of the State High­ 
way Patrol,” he pointed out 
The change in the validity of the 
temporary permit effects adults as 
well as students, he added. How­ 
ever, only students taking h i g h 
school courses can obtain the per­ 
mits at age 15. Other persons must 
be 16 years old. 
Felty said that ‘‘many students 
were unable to take the course 


when they reached the p r o p e r 
grade in high school because they 
were younger than 15 years and 
eight months, the previous age lim­ 
it when learner’s permits would be 
issued to driver education students. 
* * * 
“ WE ARE HOPEFUL that the 
change in age limit will encourage 
more students to participate in the 
courses offered in public and pa­ 
rochial high schools,” the director 
concluded. 
Figures show that the driver ed­ 
ucation course, which is approved 
by the Ohio Department of Educa­ 
tion, is offered in more than one- 
half of the high schools, but only 
about 25 per cent of the eligible 
students in the 10th and lith grades 
actually take the course. 
Traffic authorities agree that stu­ 
dents who successfully complete 
the course are better drivers than 
those who lack formal driver train­ 
ing.
